Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 48 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Higuchi et al . (U.S. Patent No. 4,809,267) herein 
referred to as Higuchi et al.'267. 

Referring to claim 48, Higuchi et al.'267 discloses as 
claimed a machine -readable medium ( such as the memory for the 
Higuchi et al. / 267 / s system see fig. 2 ) having information 
stored thereon, the information, upon being read, providing 
instructions that cause a data processing system ( such as 
processing circuit 23, see Fig. 2 ) to perform operations, 
wherein the instructions include at least one of: an instruction 
causing the data processing system ( such as processing circuit 
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23, see Fig. 2 ) to dynamically ( note the size and numbers of 
packets in the register file are dynamically changeable ) 
partition data in a data stream ( send data see Fig. 2 ) based on 
an elemental width ( the width of the packets 1-10, see Fig. 2 ) 
and storing partitioned data in registers (buffers 25-28, see 
Fig. 2) of a register file, wherein the elemental width is less 
than the width of the registers ( the width of register file 
comprising buffers 25-28, see Fig. 1 ) .

3. Claims 1-47 are allowed.
